That caution should be

are many pitfalla along the 
-rond to any federation of 
states, but Borneo hus only 

' to look towards Malayn to 
see the success of such 4 
venture. 

Malaya was fortunate in 
having Tengku Abdul Rah- 
‘man to lead the wry to- 
wards unity and it was he 
who told his people to 
make haste slowly. 

On the other hand, while 
making haste slowly, it is 
‘necessary {o keep — the 

. ultimate object. in’ sight. 
Federation, for federation’s 
sake is meaningless, the ob- 
ject of federation Is the 
udvantage it brings to the. 
public in general. The 
question now: is, what ad- 
vantages ‘fall to the people. 
of Borneo? 

First there Is the greater 
stabilit arising = from 
strength in unity which 
should affect both directly 
and Indirectly the economic 
life of the people, securing 
no reign of prosperity and 
o rive in the standard of 
Nving. At the present 

+ moment, the unco-ordinated 
system of marketing the 
produce of Sarawak docs 
not permit the producer to 
exert the influence he 

“gshould-enjoy in the world 
markets, If he were a 
member of a pan- 
Borneo policy. 

A. second advantage which 
would arise from federntion 
is that a defence policy, 
based upon union, would 
deter any potential marau- 
der whose eyes are attracted 
by ‘the rich economic poten- 
tials. ree 

It. {a hoped that no selfish con- 
siderations — shall prevent 
federation, for only in that 
manner can pan-Borneo 
achiewe and realise Its 

. highest aspirations.

Rags to Riches ; 3

HENEVER un individual progresses from rags to 
riches by honest means, he does so because of good 
Jueck, or because he has the capacity for hard and concen- 


trated work, or because he has 


the touch of genius, 


Only very’ rarely do these three fuctors occur together; 
when they do, one has a story of fantastic success — the 
story of a man like Aristotle Socrates Homer Onassis, 


Onassis — “Ari to his 
closest friends — became a 
dollar millionaire at the age 
of 26 and his fortune is now 
conservatively estimated at 
£100,000,000. He started 
his career with only £60. 

He was born in comfort- 
able circumstances; but in 
1922, when he was 15, his 
family was reduced. to near- 
poverty by the Turks’ inva- 


‘sion of his native Smyrna. 


His father was thrown into 
a concentration camp and 
he saw relatives hanged in 
a public square. He had 
already lost his mother at 
the age of five. 


Escaped In Disguise 


The Greek settlers, who 
constituted about two-thirds 
of the city’s population, 
were killed or forced. to 
flee the country. Aristotle 
escaped arrest with the help 


— 


of the American Consulate, 
who disguised him as a 
sailor and placed him on 
hoard 2 United States de- 
stroyer. . 

On reaching Greece, he 
helped to negotiate for his 
father’s release and even- 
tually those of the Onassis 
family who still lived were 
reunited. Aristotle’s father, 
the only surviving male 
adult, found himself with 
16 women and children im 
his care. Before the inva- 
sion he had been a wealthy 
and important tobacco mer- 
chant. Now he could not 
hope, without help, to 
maintain so many depen- 
denta. 

So the family decided .to 
gamble on Aristotle, who 
had received an excellent 
education and was tho’ 
brightest of its younger 
members, Enough money

' By July 31 it was clear that 
nis attack had failed, Tho 
Commander-In-Chicf in the 
Middle East now asked us for 
a ruling on the policy to _ be 
adopted by them should it prove 
Impossible to defend the whole’ 
of the Middle East. Should they 
hold the Dolta or, alternatively, 
the Perslan Gulf? They were 


told that the Persion Gulf would

satisfied, till the end of the 
war, that the generals could 
be trusted to keep down the 
numbers of men behind the 
lines -to the right propor- 
tions, ; 


The Americans were extreme- 
ly anxlous to undertake a Innd~ 
ng in France before the suminer 
of 1942 was over. It was’ neces- 
sory that we should discuss this 
question with the American 
Chiefs of Staffs, since thelr ap~ 
precintion of the situation was 
obviously quite different from 
ours; and we were very glad to 
learn that General Marshall in- 
tended to come.to London on 
July 17 to thrash out an agreed 
policy. 

When Marshall arrived, the 
Prime Minister proposed 
take him and the Chiefs of 
Staff to Chequers for the wecek- 
end,’ But Marshall said he 
wanted first to have talks with 
his own people-and the Chiefs 
of Staff, and the Chequers party 
was postponed for a week. 
Brooke felt the same as Mar- 
shall, and was relieved when 
Churchill's proposal fell through.

The 
desperate plight of these 
poor people did not go un- 
noticed, and a remarkable 
letter appeared in the North 
China Daily News. | Three 

‘wise men from) Hungino 
wrote to the paper pointing 
out the lot of their poor 
neighbours. ‘They proposed 
a subseription should be 
raised to rebuild the flimsy 
houses of these .who had 
suffered damage from the 
typhoon, and they headed 
the subscription slist with 
three substantial donations, 

I read thin letter with 
considerable interest, both 
for its contents and its senti- 
ments, The three spoke of 
their neighbours, they used 
that word; they revenled 
their aentiments as three 
highly public spirited men. 


“They published their numes - 


for all Shanghai to see 
them. It proclaimed for all 
to see that whatever other 
foreigners might . be like, 
these men were friends of 
the people. The fact that 
they were emotionally un- 
able to use the proletarian 
‘Comrade’ und compromised 
with the plebeian | ‘Neigh- 
hour’ in no wise’ detracted 
from their sentiments.. Un- 
fortunately, all this was lost 
on the Communists. One 
can only assume that they 
considered’ that if it takes 
you twenty or thirty years 
to discover your neighbour, 
you have left it too late, On 
the other hand, the thrice 
subscribed subseription list 
was a very useful indicator 
as to the amounts the 
Communists: eould extract, 
acting on the - assumption, 
thut a man cnn be forced to 
give ten times as much as 
he willingly gives. And that 
they did, und they muleted 
with such effect that in ou 
matter of weeks the small 
commerciul institutions were 
ruined, and the vast institu- 
tions of a hundred years of 
prosperous trading — were 
crippled.

A alight, taut young man with 
acrew cuthe runs his paper with 
chilling austerity—physical, jerks 
for the staff every morning and 
at the weekly torlal brains- 
trust lunch no drink fs served, 
not even wine. His editors and 
distinguished visitors col au 
frugal men) from army dixies. 


Consideration 


As the book itself makes. clear 
once he arrived in Algeria the 
authorities bent over backwards 
in the considcration they showed 
him, There ‘was no attempt to 
shrug him off Into some harm~ 
less staff job where an eye could 
be kept on Him; on the contrary 
he was given the opportunity of 
joining the “Black Commandys,” 
whose job It is to live among 
the Moslems and win their 
confidence, 


Servan-Schrelber’s bool opens
